The  centerpiece  of  a  truly  prestigious  library  of  American  numismatic  literature  is  a  completely  original  set  of  THE 
NUMISMATIST  f  rom  its  inception  in  1888.  While  the  AJN  is  most  estimable,  no  component  of  American  numismatic  literature 
generates  such  excitement  as  the  offering  of  a  complete  set  of  THE  NUMISMATIST.  Among  the  many  reasons: 

(A)  It  is  the  longest-lived  periodical  in  American  numismatics. 

(B)  Its  founder,  Dr.  George  Heath,  founded  the  American  Numismatic  Association  through  its  pages. 

(C)  Each  issue  of  the  first  six  volumes,  the  key  to  the  series,  was  personally  printed  by  Dr.  Heath  on  his 

manual  printing  press. 

(D)  Also,  most  of  the  sets  have  distinguished  pedigrees. 

The  demand  is  so  intense  for  these  early  volumes  that  the  1963  reprint  of  the  first  6  volumes,  S00  printed,  now 
brings  over  <125  when  it  is  infrequently  offered. 


THE  BIRTH  OF  THE  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 


This  set  has  a  particularly  desirable  and  historical  starting  point.  The  actual  birth  of  the  A.N.A.  is  contained  in 
these  volumes.  In  the  February  1891  issue  Dr.  Heath  asked,  "What  s  the  matter  of  having  an  American  Numismatic 
Association?  would  it  be  profitable?  would  it  be  practicable?"  This  is  the  first  written  mention,  anywhere,  of  an  American 
Numismatic  Association.  On  page  22  of  the  next  (February/March  1891)  issue  is  an  entire  page  "A  Plea  for  An  American 
Numismatic  Association".  Subsequent  issues  contained  reprinted  letters  which  Heath  received  about  his  idea.  In  the  July 
1-15,  1891  issue  Heath  nominated  a  slate  of  officers,  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  Board  of  Temporary  Organization.  Finally, 
Heath  s  accounts  in  the  December  1891  issue  established  the  American  Numismatic  Association  as  a  fait  accompli. 
Consequently,  this  volume  contains  the  living  history  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association.

THE  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  AUGUST  25,  1893  FIRST  A.N.A  CONVENTION,  IN  CHICAGO 


We  know  of  only  3  copies  of  the  1893  A.N.A.  Convention  program:  the  discovery  piece  by  Armand  Champa  (defective);  the 
second  piece  offered  by  Remy  Bourne  as  the  last  lot  in  his  first  list  (illustrated);  and  this  one.  This  list  is  bound  in 
after  the  August  1893  issue  As  with  the  other  two  copies,  it  is  4  pages,  12mo  (187  x  124  ram),  green  paper  covers  printed 
in  black,  and  clearly  manually  printed  by  Dr.  Heath  on  his  printing  press.  This  copy  is  peripherally  faded  as  is  seemingly 
typical  of  all  printed  green  paper  of  the  period.  Page  2  contains  the  Order  of  Business;  page  3  lists  the  Program  with  the 
titles  of  12  speeches  and  their  speakers.  Page  four  shows  only  the  logo  of  the  A.N.A.  The  interior  pages  of  this  program 
are  illustrated  in  the  1963  reprint  of  the  first  6  volumes  of  THE  NUMISMATIST,  in  the  September  1893  issue  of  THE 
NUMISMATIST  between  pages  136  and  137. 

[Two  copies  of  the  1894  A.N.A.  convention  program  are  known.  George  Hatie  s  copy  is  the  discovery  piece  The  second  copy 
was  discovered  by  Mark  Wandersleben  in  1993  in  suburban  Cleveland  in  a  group  of  miscellaneous  philatelic  literature.  It 
was  then  sold  to  The  Money  Tree,  next  to  Armand  Champa,  and  subsequently  it  was  sold  in  Champa  I  for  *1600  plus  10%  ] 
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THE  THREE  EARLY  REPRINTS  FROM  THE  NUMISMATIST 


(A) .  Joseph  Hooper  s,  NUMISMATIC  FOUNDATION  STONES,  19  pp,  10  papers  on  various  aspects  of  numismatics . 

Reray  Bourne  discovered  the  first  known  copy  of  this  reprint  April  10,  1995.  He  plans  to  offer  it  in 
his  first  auction.  We  found  this  copy  (the  second  one  to  be  discovered)  two  days  later  when  we 
obtained  this  lot. 

(B) .  J.A.  Brudin's,  THE  COINS  OF  THE  MANCHU  DYNASTY  OF  CHINA,  11  pages,  2  charts,  ills.  Typeset  on  page  3 

is  Numismatist  Reprint,  no.  6.  No  copy  had  been  reported  until  Myron  purchased  a  copy  in  Katen  II.

(C) .  J.A.  Brudin's,  THE  COINS  OF  THE  WANG  MANG.  14  pages,  ills.  Unknown  until  Myron  purchased  a  copy  in 

Katen  II . 

Myron  is  the  generally  acknowledged  authority  on  ANA.  reprints.  None  of  the  above  had  been  offered  at  auction  (or 
even  generally  known)  until  last  year.  If  the  1893  and  1894  ANA.  convention  programs  are  rare,  and  if  in  the  established 
case  of  the  1894  program  is  worth  so  much,  what  is  the  monetary  value  of  these  rare  pre-1894  reprints,  clearly  typeset  by 
Dr .  Heath? 


CENSUS  OF  THE  FIRST  SIX  VOLUMES  OF  THE  NUMISMATIST 


Concerning  rarity,  how  rare  are  the  first  six  volumes?  In  the  July  1932  THE  NUMISMATIST,  Donald  Heath,  George's  son, 
mentions  that  “there  never  will  be  known  how  many  each  of  the  first  six  volumes  were  printed  and  mailed"  (p.  446).  Dr. 
Heath  wrote  and  spoke  on  many  occasions  that  he  had  printed  only  about  200  copies  of  each  of  the  issues  of  the  first  6 
volumes.  These  were  printed  manually  on  his  printing  press.  By  1927,  only  seven  complete  sets  were  known,  and  the  last  60 
years  only  another  four  or  five  sets  have  appeared.  In  fact,  since  we  wrote  the  first  census  in  our  fifth  mail  bid  sale 
(March  15,  1989),  and  despite  the  significant  increase  in  price  for  which  the  few  sets  have  since  sold,  and  with  the 
subsequent  publicity  that  those  sales  have  generated,  only  two  new  sets  have  emerged:  the  Stack's  set  sold  by  George 
Kolbe;  and  the  George  Clapp  set,  discovered  in  the  Carnegie  Museum  library  by  Wayne  Horaren.

4  HARRY  BASS 

5.  REMY  BOURNE 

6.  CARNEGIE  MUSEUM  LIBRARY,  discovered  there  by  Wayne  Horaren  in  August  1989  (Pittsburgh),  the  George 
Clapp  set,  one  leaf  in  photocopy,  rebound  by  Alan  Grace  courtesy  of  Armand  Champa.  Perhaps  previously 
an  ex-George  Heath  set, 

7.  JOHN  FORD  -  the  Hiram  Deats  set.  (Deats,  elected  to  the  A.N.A  board  of  trustees  at  the  1893  annual 
meeting,  was  A.N.A.  member  36)

We  believe  that  even  though  a  few  nubile  and  private  libraries  may  have  partial  sets,  and  that  even  though  occasionally  a 
previously  unknown  volume  turn  up  (such  as  this  offering),  it  is  probable  that  no  more  than  a  handful  of  complete  sets  may 
be  assembled  in  the  next  25  years. 


CONCLUSION 


In  our  fifth  mail  bid  sale,  we  sold  a  similar  set  (but  not  so  nice)  lacking  the  first  issue  of  Volume  3,  and  with  the 
was*3750  C°Vel  mSSlng  As  wlth  tiUs  set’  the  paper  covers  were  missing.

This  copy  clearly  has  not  seen  much  use.  The  only  discoloration  is  on  the  flyleaves  and  trivially  on  the  pages  of  the 
rlooper  reprint.  For  condition,  and  lack  of  defects,  this  copy  clearly  ranks  among  the  best.

Lacking  the  engraved  portrait  frontispiece  which 
appeared  in  some  copies.  PRICED  AND  ABOUT  MOSTLY  NAMED  IN  INK.  VG.  (750.00) 

Manyille  &  Robertson  (M  &  R),  pp.  3  &  5,  "The  first  significant  numismatic  sale  held  in  England.  Cock  who  "was  active 
in  estate  sales  from  as  early  as  the  second  decade,  catalogued  about  half  the  traced  London  coin  and  medal  auctions  held 
before  his  death  in  1748  ..."  Cock  s  stature  can  be  noted  in  the  reference  by  Robertson  St  Manville  about  his  successor, 
“Abraham  Langford,  ...  was  to  succeed  Cock  in  the  Great  Room'  in  Covent  Garden,  and  also  to  assume  [Cock's]  mantle  of 
pre-eminence  in  numismatic  and  other  London  sales..."  (p.  3). 


RARITY  AND  PROVENANCES 


Not  in  the  ANS  This  is  the  former  Armand  Champa  copy,  ex-Bowers  and  Merena,  Champa  part  2,  3/23/95,  lot  1272.  The  only 
copy  in  a  United  States  library  or  museum  as  cited  by  M  S.  R  is  in  the  Frick  Art  Reference  Library  in  New  York.  M  St  R  cites 
the  locations  of  9  copies  in  major  English  museum  and  university  collections.  In  private  libraries  stateside,  Mr.  Manville 
has  a  copy.  [His  copy  is  also  similarly  named]. 

While  this  was  the  first  significant  numismatic  sale  in  England,  R  &  M  cite  22  prior  auction  sales  including  any  coins  or 
medals  from  1710  (the  first  auction  sale  of  any  kind  cited)  onward;  those  sales  were  primarily  of  furniture,  art,  books, 
curiosities,  etc.,  much  as  were  the  early  U.S.  auctions  as  noted  in  Attinelli. 

In  an  April  19,  1995  phone  conversation  this  cataloguer  had  with  Douglas  Saville  of  Spink,  he  noted  that  this  catalogue  is 
certainly  rare  He  could  not  recall  any  specific  copies  having  been  offered  in  the  marketplace  in  the  U.K.,  or  any 
specific  copies  having  been  offered  in  any  other  auctions  or  fixed  price  lists,  prior  to  this  one  having  previously  been 
offered  in  Champa  II.  Unfortunately  Armand  s  records  do  not  show  where  or  when  he  obtained  this  catalogue  In  checking  all 
of  our  European  and  U.S.  auctions  and  FPL  s,  we  found  only  a  single  sales  record;  Bernard  Quaritch’s  (London)  1933,  "A 
Catalogue  of  Books  on  Numisraata  and  Medallic  History",  list  no.  469.  lot  538  for  an  "unbound"  copy.  Mr  Manville,  however, 
(in  a  discussion  with  him  April  22,  1995)  did  indicate  that  other  copies  have  come  to  the  marketplace  in  the  interim 
although  he  did  not  have  specific  records  . 


SOME  HISTORICAL  NOTES 

As  for  curious  " 1741 — 2”  date,  with  the  Gregorian  (or  old  style)  calendar,  the  new  year  did  not  begin  on  January  1,  but 
rather  on  the  first  day  of  spring,  generally  in  late  March.  Thus  this  sale  stretched  into  the  new  year.  The  Julian 
calendar  (or  new  style)  was  introduced  both  in  England  and  in  the  American  colonies  in  1752. 

As  this  was  the  first  significant  numismatic  auction  in  England,  its  greater  historical  importance  is  that  it  is  therefore 
the  first  significant  numismatic  auction  catalogue  to  be  written  in  the  English  language.  Most  of  the  earlier  sales  were 

written  largely  in  Latin  or  German.  As  a  note,  the  first  English  language  numismatic  book  was  written  some  50  years 

earlier  in  1692,  0[badiah]  W[alker]s,  THE  GREEK  AND  ROMAN  HISTORY  ILLUSTRATED  BY  COINS  AND  MEDALS.... 

CONTENTS  AND  FEATURES  OF  THIS  SALE 

The  offerings  here  feature  Saxon  coinage,  English  coins  listed  chronologically  by  ruler  from  William  I  to  Charles  I; 
milled  coinage  ("[offered]  as  we  are  sensible  many  curious  Gentlemen  seek  after  them  to  compleat  their  Series  of  English 
coins;  and  there  are  none  here  but  what  are  finely  preserved”);  71  lots  of  rather  extraordinary  (by  current  standards) 

English  gold;  26  lots  of  English  gold  medals;  ancient  Greek,  Roman,  and  Byzantine;  82  lots  of  silver  English  medals;  13 

lots  of  Scottish  gold;  11  lots  (multiple  coins  within)  of  Scottish  silver  coins. 

As  cited  by  Charles  Davis,  cataloguer  of  the  Champa  library  sales,  there  is  also  one  (group)  lot  of  "Masathusets ,  or  New 
England  money  ..  Six  Shillings  different,  1652,  Two  Sixpences,  Two  Threepences,  One  Twopence". 

Finally,  inked  on  the  blank  leaf  facing  page  50  are  the  day-by-day  total  prices  and  the  sale  s  overall  total:  1439 
[pounds]  16  [shillings]. 


SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSION 

English  language  numismatic  auction  catalogues  started  with  this  one!  Sotheby  s,  Christie  s,  Spink,  Cogan,  the  Chapmans, 
Mehl ,  Bowers  --  all  of  their  catalogues  are  descendants  of  this  one .  Most  copies  extant  of  this  catalogue  are  impounded 
(probably  permanently)  in  prominent  museums  and  libraries.  Thanks  to  Armand  Champa,  this  copy  (provenance  unknown) 
reappeared  in  the  marketplace.  Thus,  for  the  historian,  the  bibliophile,  the  numismatist,  the  librarian,  the  collector, 
and  [I  dread  mentioning  it]  the  investor  --  this  lot  (priced,  mostly  named,  prices  totalled)  is  a  singular  centerpiece  of 
any  numismatic  library  or  collection  whose  value  far  exceed  its  current  price.

THE  MOST  COMPLETE  GROUPING  OF  A.N.A.  MEDALS  TO  COME  TO  AUCTION 


This  grouping  of  A.N.A.  Convention  medals  is  by  far  the  most  complete  grouping  ever  to  come  to  auction.  This 
collection  was  amassed  by  the  well-known  numismatist,  past  A.N.A.  President,  past  A.N.A.  Governor,  and 
current  A.N.A.  General  Counsel:  MR.  GEORGE  D.  HATIE.  This  collection  is  nearly  complete,  less  the  1910, 
1950,  and  1957  issues. 

Included  are  some  rarely  seen  medals:  the  extremely  rare  1946  three  piece  set  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze,  the 
1930  medal  in  silver,  and  the  1966  A.N.A.  75th  Anniversary  Congressional  Medal  in  silver,  number  26  of  only 
30  struck.  The  only  other  offering  to  come  close  to  this  grouping  was  The  Money  Tree’s  thirteenth  sale, 
March  2,  1992  of  the  James  W.  Thompson  collection;  that  sale  lacked  many  of  the  rare  pieces  of  this 
collection. 


A.N.A.  convention  medals  were  issued  quite  irregularly  until  recent  years.  For  example,  the  first  A.N.A. 
medal  was  issued  in  1910.  However,  the  second  was  not  issued  until  1920.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from 
1910  (the  first  convention  issuing  an  official  A.N.A.  medal)  through  1969,  a  period  of  60  years,  only  20 
conventions  issued  official  A.N.A.  medals, 


The  standard  reference  for  this  series  is  A  CATALOGUE  OF  CONVENTION  BADGES  &  MEDALS  OF  THE 
AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION,  1908-1968  by  N.  Neil  Harris,  copyright  1969.  Since  then,  Harris  has 
updated  his  work  with  a  series  of  articles  in  THE  NUMISMATIST  1970-1972,  1979,  and  1989.  His  numbering 
system  is  being  employed  in  this  sale.  Some  corrections  and  additions  have  been  made  to  Harris’  work  by  the 
catalog  uer. 


NOTE:  We  thank  DAVID  SKLOW  who  catalogued  the  Mr.  Hatie’s  collection  of  A.N.A.  convention  medals  and 
who  also  largely  catalogued  Mr.  Hatie’s  collection  of  A.N.A.  convention  badges.  Mr.  Sklow,  formerly  a  dealer 
in  numismatic  literature,  is  a  prominent  authority  in  the  field.

A.N.A.  BADGES 


It  is  generally  considered  that  A.N.A.  convention  badges  were  first  issued  for  the  1908  convention.  However, 
in  the  Princeton/Ingle  sale,  a  badge  thought  to  be  issued  for  the  1907  convention  was  offered.  Farran  Zerbe’ 
in  1908,  began  the  practice  of  issuing  a  badge  to  everyone  registering  at  A.N.A.  conventions.  Today’s 
collectors  may  falsely  assume  that  many  hundreds  or  thousands  of  people  attended  even  the  early  A.N.A. 
conventions,  or  that  thousands  of  badges  were  given  out.  However,  in  the  pre-1916  conventions,  between  20 
and  75  badges  were  issued  at  each  convention,  with  probably  fewer  than  200  issued  through  the  World  War  II 
conventions. 

The  badges  generally  consisted  of  a  nameplate  or  pin  bar,  a  metal  pendant  or  ribbon  combination.  The  badges 
offered  here  are  not  to  be  confused  with  the  members’  badges  one  sees  at  current  conventions  which  have  a 
top  bar  acting  as  a  clasp  supporting  a  series  of  other  identically  shaped  rectangular  bars  naming  the  host 
city  and  year  of  the  convention,  sort  of  like  the  ladder  of  medals  one  sees  on  Russian  generals. 

Harris  indicated  that  those  badges  issued  before  1920  are  'extremely  rare'. 

The  standard  reference  for  this  series  is  A  CATALOGUE  OF  CONVENTION  BADGES  &  MEDALS  OF  THE 
AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION,  1908-1968  by  Neil  Harris,  copyrighted  in  1969. 

A  NOTE  ON  GRADING:  Although  we  believe  that  most  of  the  scarce  pre-1950  badges  are  unc,  we  have  not  (nor 
has  possibly  anyone)seen  a  wide  enough  sample  to  guarantee  the  accuracy  of  the  grading,  so  we  have  graded 
these  badges  lower,  perhaps  a  full  grade,  than  they  probably  deserve.

The  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  (CSNS)  began  holding  annual  conventions  in  1939.  Except  for  1943 
through  1946  conventions  have  been  held  annually  each  spring.  Since  1987  CSNS  con ventions  have  been  held 
twice  a  year  with  the  addition  of  a  fall  convention.  As  a  national  numismatic  organization,  the  CSNS  is 
probably  second  only  in  prestige  to  the  A.N.A.  According  to  longtime  members  and  officers  of  the  CSNS,  this 
is  the  largest  grouping  of  CSNS  con vention  badges  yet  offered.  We  understand  that  the  CSNS  lacks  badges 
included  here.

"A  monthly  journal  devoted  entirely  to  coin  collectors", 
this  differed  from  the  NUMISMATIC  CHRONICLE  and  the  BRITISH  NUMISMATIC  JOURNAL  as  it  was  aimed  at  the  average  coin 
collector.  It  contained  articles  from  all  fields  of  numismatics. 

Nunn  was  the  founder  of  a  British  numismatic  organization  called  "The  Numismatic  Association",  Charter  member  11  was 
George  Heath. 

Because  NUNN  S  NUMISMATIC  MAGAZINE  preceded  THE  NUMISMATIST,  and  because  of  the  similarity  in  form  and  function  of 
THE  NUMISMATIST  to  NUNN  S  NUMISMATIC  MAGAZINE,  and  because  Dr.  Heath  was  an  early  subscriber,  C.  Hearn  Nunn  and  his 
magazine  can  arguably  be  considered  a  significant  influence  upon  George  Heath  for  his  creation  of  and  production  of  THE 
NUMISMATIST. 

A  letter  to  Nunn  from  Heath  published  in  the  August  1891  issue  of  THE  NUMISMATIC  MAGAZINE  discusses  their  mutual  and 
concurrent  efforts  to  form  a  national  numismatic  association  for  collectors  in  their  respective  countrie' 

HIGHLIGHTS:  The  October  1893  issue  contains  an  account,  apparently  submitted  by  George  Heath,  of  the  first  ANA 
Convention  in  Chicago. 

The  November  1894  issue  quotes  from  an  article  in  the  PHILADELPHIA  ENQUIRER  that  "It  is  estimated  that  fully  ten  per 
cent,  of  all  the  apparent  gold  coin  in  circulation  is  bogus,  much  of  it  so  admirably  executed  as  to  deceive  bank  officers 
and  our  first  class  judges." 

The  November  10,  1897  issue  contains,  “Restrlkes  of  U.S.  Half  Cents",  (2  1/2  pages)  a  reprint  of  Georqe  W.  Rice  s 
paper  from  the  1894  A.N.A.  Convention  at  Detroit. 

The  November  1899  issue  contains  a  one  page  article  from  the  NEW  ORLEANS  TIMES-DEMOCRAT  about  the  1804  dollar 
including  information  (?)  that  the  whole  lot  [of  19,750  dollars],  just  as  it  came  from  the  stamping  presses,  was  dumped 
into  an  iron  chest  and  put  an  (sic)  board  a  merchantman  bound  for  China"  which  subsequently  sunk  in  a  typhoon. 

The  Ma/  1902  issue  begins  a  lengthy,  worthwhile  serial  article  "Coin  Collecting  Reminiscences"  from  the  NEW  YORK 
TIMES  from  Edward  Groh  about  George  (sic)  W.  Mickley  and  the  1799  cent;  also  the  "Steigerwalt  variety"  of  the  1794  cent 
and  other  accounts .

In  theory,  each  month, 
the  customer  would  receive  one  United  States  coin  from  this  program.  With  the  coin  was  one  of  these  cards  which  gave 
accompanying  numismatic  text.  These  cards  were  to  be  inserted  in  this  three-ring  binder  that  was  provided  for  the  customer 
by  FCI. 

Breen  wrote  the  text  for  these  cards  in  1973  and  1974.  Walter  wrote  between  500  and  750  words  per  card  Obviously  the 
ones  on  the  early  large  cents  are  of  special  interest.

SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSION 

This  work  is  of  particular  importance  as  it  contains  a  complete  set  of  Breen's  FCI  writings  on  the  entire  large  cent 
series.  His  half  cent  writings  contain  useful  information  on  both  original  and  proof  half  cents. 

Jack  Collins  consigned  27  of  these  pages  without  the  binder  to  our  20th  mail  bid  sales.  He  noted,  "these  pages 
describing  US.  type  coins  are  generally  unknown  to  the  collecting  public,  as  they  were  only  distributed  to  FCI  customers. 
I  do  not  know  if  a  complete  set  exists  anywhere."  As  this  was  from  Walter's  library,  it  must  be  the  most  complete  set 
known.  [Another  slightly  less  complete  set  is  offered  below]  The  27  pages  from  Jack  Collins  covered  incompletely  only  the 
half  cents  through  liberty  seated  dimes.  That  lot  brought  *125  on  a  significantly  reduced  bid.

ORIGINAL  CORRESPONDENCE  FROM  WALTER  BREEN 
TO  RICHARD  ROSICHAN  FROM  1953  THROUGH  1962 


[Following  are  the  contents  of  a  letter  written  by  Richard  Rosichan,  December  29,  1994.  Mr.  Rosichan  is  the 
author  of  the  1974  bibliography,  STAMPS  AND  COINS.] 

I  first  became  acquainted  with  Walter  Breen  early  in  1954.  I  had  begun  collecting  U.S.  coins  in  late  1950  at 
the  age  of  nine.  In  1951  I  began  specializing  in  large  cents,  which  I  still  collect.  In  1952,  my  father,  who 
collected  old  and  rare  books,  gave  me  a  copy  of  Frossard’s  book  on  half  cents  and  large  cents.  I  wrote  an 
article  on  large  cents,  using  Frossard’s  classifications,  and  sent  it  to  THE  NUMISMATIST  for  publication. 
Intrigued  by  the  piece  -  written  by  an  11  year  old  and  based  on  an  long-outdated  and  rare  74-  year-old 
monograph  -  editor  Stuart  Mosher,  unable  to  use  the  article  in  the  magazine,  sent  it  on  to  Walter  Breen  who 
responded  with  a  letter  in  early  1953. 

Walter  and  I  discovered  that  we  had  numerous  interests  in  common.  We  corresponded  frequently  through  1962. 
We  had  a  number  of  numismatic  transactions.  In  the  spring  of  1954,  a  woman  friend  of  my  parents  walked  into 
New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.  in  New  York,  (run  by  John  Ford  and  Charles  Wormser),  and  informed  the  man  at  the 
counter  that  she  wanted  to  buy  a  copy  of  Sheldon’s  EARLY  AMERICAN  CENTS  for  'a  young  man  in  Buffalo 
who  s  having  his  Bar-Mitzvah .'  'That  must  be  Dick  Rosichan!'  Walter  told  the  astonished  woman.  (1  still  have 
the  book.)  Later  that  year,  Walter  bidin  three  cents  for  me  from  Stacks’  Anderson-Dupont  sale.  In  1955,  he 
rounded  out  my  library  by  sending  me  a  heavily  annotated  copy  of  New  comb’s  book  on  middle  and  late  date 
cents.  [Cataloguer’s  note:  this  particular  book  is  offered  in  the  Walter  Breen  consignment.]  In  1963  we  both 
married.  Our  correspondence  waned,  but  we  remained  good  friends.  The  letters  through  late  spring  of  1957 
were  all  typed  on  Walter’s  antiquated  IBM  electric  on  the  blue  ribbons  which  he  always  used  during  this 
period.

After  letter  numbered  40,  there  is  about  a  two  year  lapse  in  the  letters.  According  to  Mr.  Rosichan  the 
letters  resumed  in  early  or  mid-1959.  They  letters  were  written  on  black  ribbon.  Also  included  in  the 
following  correspondence  are  postcards.  Also,  with  few  exceptions,  only  a  few  of  the  letters  after  number  40 
have  any  numismatic  significance. 


An  important  July  1992  holograph  Walter  Breen  letter  to  Hy  Brown  is  offered  in  lot  474. 

NOTES  ON  CONDITION  AND  GRADING:  All  of  the  letters  were  three-holed  at  the  margin  by  Mr.  Rosichan  as 
they  had  been^  housed  in  a  three-ring  binder  for  many  years.  Occasionally,  the  holes  have  white 
reinforcements'  over  them.  Occasional  areas  of  browning  show  on  the  letters  from  longterm  contact  with 
cellophane  tape. 


The  letters  are  generally  VG  or  Fine.  Any  major  defects  are  noted.  Each  letter  also  has  a  pencilled  or  ink 
number  indicating  the  sequence  in  which  it  was  received,  as  Walter  did  not  always  date  his  letters.

Incidentally,  I  might  say  that  Dr.  Sheldon  (who  is  a  good  friend  of  mine,  by  the  way J  has  made 
even  straight  text  ...  read  like  a  novel.  I  am  willing  to  bet  money  that  any  cent  collector  who 
has  seen  the  book  once  will  also  recommend  it  to  you  in  the  same  terms,  The  descriptions  as  simple 
and  eta  not  require  measurements;  this  you  will  see,  is  an  improvement  over  Maris,  Frossard, 

Proskey  and  Doughty,  McGirk,  and  other  writers  prior  to  1925.  Incidentally  again,  there  will  be  a 
supplement  to  Sheldon  s  book  coming  out.

Stuart  Mosher  has  been  very  ill,  and  the  editing  has  been  taken  over  by  less  competent  parties, 
which  probably  explains  the  scarcity  of  articles  on  U.S.  coins  in  the  last  dozen  issues  of  THE

There  are  countless  anecdotes,  reprints  of  articles,  biographies,  Cal  s  A.N.A.  convention  diary,  and  assorted 
"inside"  stories.  Perhaps  none  is  so  riveting  as  Cal  s  recounting  of  Armand  Champa's  pursuit  of  the  elusive  "Thian”. 
Numismatic  bibliomaniacs  cherish  these  issues  so  long  runs  of  this  periodical  rarely  come  to  the  marketplace. 

A  complete  set  consists  of  the  following:  Volume  I,  complete  in  7  issues  from  October  1982  to  November  1983.  Volume

The  inventory  sheets  have  blanks  for  date  of  sale,  place,  no,  of  pages,  no.  lots,  name  of  sale,  “hi-lites",  bid  book, 
paper,  bound,  plates,  size,  others  (the  number  of  copies  present),  and  remarks. 

These  are  particularly  useful  for  determining  the  bidbooks  present  in  the  hoard,  and  for  the  particular  quantities  of 
each  sale  present  (listed  on  the  sheets  are  the  number  of  copies  of  sales  present;  for  some  as  many  as  15,  for  others  only 
one) . 

According  to  Mr,  Cohen,  these  represent  the  complete  number  of  inventory  sheets.  For  the  41  S.H.  &  H,  Chapman  sales 
present,  25  had  bidbooks.  For  the  14  Henry  Chapman  sales  present,  9  had  bidbooks.  Mr  Cohen  notes,  ’I  do  not  know  who 
purchased  the  catalogues  or  bidbooks.  I  understand  the  bidbooks  were  eventually  sold  at  auction  through  a  NY.  auction." 

As  these  inventory  sheets  were  prepared  long  before  John  Adams,  Volume  I,  Mr.  Cohen  went  through  each  sale  listing 
highlights,  some  general,  some  quite  specific.  Thus,  for  the  researcher,  especially  one  not  having  a  large  number  of 
Chapman  sales,  these  are  quite  valuable  supplements  for  "Adams". 

As  written  in  a  letter  by  Mr.  Cohen: 

Tom  Warfield  of  Baltimore  and  Ben  Douglas  of  Washington  D.C.  purchased  a  hoard  of  Chapman  catalogues,  loose 
odds-and-ends ,  and  bid  books.  These  were  stored  in  the  basement  of  Tom  Warfield  s  Mason-Dixon  Coin  Exchange  in 
Baltimore.  For  a  small  stipend  and  a  set  of  duplicates,  I  organized  and  inventoried  the  material 

The  balance  of  the  loose  plates,  etc.  I  bought  from  Tom,  these  (in  sets).  The  plates  were  "select  plates"  from 
the  Chapmans  personal  inventory. 

Much  of  this  was  later  recounted  by  George  Fuld  s  account  of  "Numismatic  Book  Collecting  in  the  50  s"  delivered  by 
Barry  Tayman  at  the  NBS  meeting  held  at  the  Baltimore  ANA  convention  in  1993.  George  added,  "There  were  over  1,000  sales 
covering  Jerry's  entire  basement,  plenty  of  unplated  large  sales,  a  few  plated  common  ones."  (THE  ASYLUM,  Sumner  1993, 
Volume  XI,  No.  3,  page  5.)

Thi3  unique 
record  is  invaluable  for  the  colonial  collector  and  researcher.  About  50  coins  are  listed.  NOTE:  Occasionally,  Mr  Cohen's 
handwriting  is  a  challenge.

The  article,  illustrated  with  ancient  coins, 
proposes  that  coins  form  one  of  the  few,  if  not  the  only,  contemporary  documents  from  c.700  B.C.  to  the  present  time.

In  addition  there  are  other  speeches  and  matters  of  historical  and  economic  interest:  debate  on  regulation  and 
taxations  of  distilled  spirits,  bringing  the  House  Doorkeeper  up  on  charges. 

Nineteenth  century  copies  of  THE  CONGRESSIONAL  RECORD  are  rarely  available  to  the  public.  Such  primary  documents  are 
of  particular  value  and  importance. 

NOTE:  These  volumes,  the  second  especially,  deserve  a  competent  rebinding.  With  such,  these  would  be  Fine  copies  I 
have  seen  only  occasional  listings  of  these  volumes  by  book  dealers  specializing  in  Americana  and  American  History.  Those 
similar  volumes  (but  not  of  the  same  significance)  of  THE  CONGRESSIONAL  RECORD  were  listed  for  (and  since  they  were  only 
listed  once)  presumably  sold  for  *1000  to  11750  per  Congressional  session.

Private-medal  dies  can  not,  under  the  law,  be  prepared  at  the  Mint,  but  when  the  regular  business  of  the  Mint 
will  permit,  medals  may  be  struck  from  dies  furnished  by  individuals,  public  institutions,  and  incorporated 
societies,  at  a  charge  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  operation  and  the  value  of  the  metal.
